would have been hopelessly lost in u 
wilderness of doubt aud perplexity in 
the first "forty days of its existence in 
the absence of its trained lawyers?" 


Governor Ralston in speaking of the 


recall of judges and decisions referred 
to it as "the 
dangerous doctrine" and 


declared it "a theory of reaction and re- 
trogression'' and not progressive. 


"For a generation the abuses and ex- 


actions of monopoly have gradually in- 
creased," said the governor. 
"The evil 


result of monopoly are not only the di- 
rect increase of the burdens put on con- 
sumers, but monopoly leads to patriot- 
ism and socialism. 
This tends to dis- 


courage individuality

to weaken 


personal 
efficiency 
because 
it 
tak-s 


away the spur of necessity and the am- 
bition for achievement." 


The governor praised the great l a w - 


yers of history commending their work 
in drafting the federal constitution.

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Independence in City Affairs. 


The formal invitation just pxtemlod by a duly 


fctituted committee on belialf of the political party which 
cast the second largest total of votes in the last election to 
the chairmen of all other political parties to join it in a 
movement for non-partisan choice of city officials in Fort 
Wayne this year is vastly more important than may at 
first appear. "Whether it succeed or fail in the present in- 
stance, it enunciates a principle that all sincere students 
;of municipal government will freely admit is correct. The 
'difficulty in obtaining general adoption of the principle 
lies solely in the personal interests involved in the quad- 
rennial contest for municipal places. The mass of the 
.voters have no concern whatever in the question whether 
the party label is preserved in city elections or not. It is 
adhered to simply because that practice has always been 
followed, and because duly elected party committees shy 
at assuming responsibility for a change, oven though they 
recognize its desirability, in the face of the demands of 
party workers who demand party nominations. The 
wholly fictitious connection between city government and 
national matters involving parj-.y policies and well-defined 
principles is made to serve as a pretext for saddling the 
political machine upon the city. 


There are very definite indications that, in the pres- 


ent instance, the overtures for independent action upon 
the broad basis of common citizenship will be politely but 
firmly declined. Indeed, there has been at no time, reason 
to expect any other outcome, but regardless of this fact 
the spirit of the action is in no wise discounted. The 
principle is none the less correct from the fact that the 
party political machine is as yet too strongly entrenched 
to permit the adoption of sane, patriotic, concerted, busi- 
ness-like methods in municipal affairs, freed of all sus- 
picion of political partisanship. 
Time will ultimately 


change all that. It may be long in coming, but it will 
come. 


Now Secretary Bryan announces that he's going to

When the railroads controlled the state 


legislatures they regarded national regu- 
lation with great disfavor. They fought 
the interstate commerce law in all its 
tarly stages. JCow that they have lost 
control of the state legislatures 
they 


would like to subject tneniselves to na- 
tional regulation 
exclusively.. 
As ' the 


lupreme court decision in tho Minnesota 
rate cases, while asserting the supremacy 
of congress so far as it chooses Jo net 
under tho commerce clause of the con- 
itttution, upholds the right of states to 
Ax r*t*» within their own border*, »ub- 


ject to review'by the federal courts, the 
railroads arc not pleased with it. 


When the various rate-making states 


of tho west and south set out to regu- 
late the railroads they also regarded na- 
tional supervision of 
interstate com- 


merce witli disfavor. 
They objected to 


outside, interference. 
They accused the 


federal courts of usurpation. As the su- 
preme court decision, while affirming 
every legitimate right of the states, de- 
clares that paramount authority resides 
in the nation nnd that congress may at 
its pleasure regulate intrastatc com- 
merce when it becomes inextricably com- 
mingled with interstate commerce, our 
new upholders of state, sovereignty are 
also displeased with it.

Friedmami in March. 


After presenting an account of ench 


case in detail Doctor Mannheimer con- 
cludes that in not a single one of the 
cases to date has there been a definite 
improvement, attributable to the vae- 
V-'inn. 
In one case a large abscess de- 


veloped from the vaccine treatment, and 
he felt that injury was done bv it. In 
several of (lie cases the disease was pro- 
gressing evidently unchecked. In no in- 
stance had there been a return to nor- 
mal temperature. 


Doctor Mannheimer calls attention to 


a fact that otliT observers have noticed, 
that Doctor 
Friedmann 
ignores 
the 


usual 
hygienic measures 
of 
dealing 


with tuberculosis. lie depends exclu- 
sively on his vaccine. 


His report unhappily confirms

ipiniojis of other disinterested medical 
men who have watehed the Kreidmann 
operations, that there is no reason to 
suppose that a "cure" has been discov- 
••red.

ASTOR ESTATE IS 
FIRST PICTURE OF THE POPE TAKEN SINCE 


HIS ILLNESS. 


It is the Largest Ever Ap- 


praised in United 


States. 


PAYS BIG INCOME, TAX 


New York, June 14.—The estate of 


Colonel John Jacob Astor, who perished 
in the Titanic disaster, was ofiicially ap- 
praised yesterday afternoon at close to 
$88,000,0110, of which Vincent Astor re- 
ceives SlJS,y«4,499, Mrs. Madeline Forco 
Astor .*7.v7f,8!>G, Muriel Astor $4,8utlr 
758 and John Jacob Astor, son by hU 
second marriage, ,$2.!)22,U72. 


The, estate is declared to be the larg- 


est ever appraised in thi.s country. 


Aside from the announcement of tho 


amounts that revert to thu heirs there 
are two features of special interest in 
the appraisal. 


One is the. affidavit of tho examiners 


that the property embraced in the ante- 
nuptial agreement for Mrs. Ava Willing 
Astor, amounting to about $1,738,000, 
which was to have reverted to her at 
the time of her husband's death, now 
terminates and goes to Vincent Astor for 
the reason that tho youth's mother, al- 
though once Colonel Astor'u wife, was 
never his widow. Mrs. Ava. Willing As- 
tor divorced her husband, whose legal 
widow is Mrs. Mareline Force Aaotor. 


The second feature concerns the in- 


heritance tax of Colonel Astor. The ts- 
tutc saved a large sum by paying $3,- 
160,000 to the state last October, with- 
in six months of Colonel Astor's death, 
this payment earning a 5 per cent, re- 
bate. The sum mentioned greatly ex- 
ceeds any amount ever paid to any 
state as an inheritance tax. It is de- 
clared.. 


Tha appraisers placed the real estate 


value at about $0.1,100,000 and the value 
of the persona! property close onto .$25,- 
000.000. 
The value of much of it as 


fixed by the appraisers is about 20 per 
cent, above the ampunt it wan assessed 
by the city in 1012.

a softer fat, such as l>ccf mict or lard, 
yon get a softer and more palatable' 
combination for deep fat frying and for 
"shortening" foods.

by 
MIXIXG IT WITH 


LEAF LARD AXD RENDERING IT IX 
MILK. 
.Divide the sue.t and lard finely 


by passing them through a mcnt grind- 
er, then heut them in a -double, boiler 
with 
one-half pint 
of milk 
to 
two 


pounds of mutton fat and lard. 
When 


the fat has cooked out let tho mixture 
cool. 
The fat cakes on the top and 


comes off easily. It is softer than mut- 
ton fat, has a good color, a good odor 
and llavor and keeps well for weeks. 


SAVORY FAT is easily made. 
For 


each pound of rendered mutton fat al- 
low nn onion, a sour apple and n ten- 
spoonful nf 
ground thyme 
or mixed 


herbs, tied up in a small piece of cloth. 
Cook them in the fat at a low tempera- 
ture 
until 
the onion and apple are 


browned. 
Then strain off the fat. It 


will be well seasoned and may be used 
insti-ail of butter or other savory fat for 
warming potatoes, cooking vegetables, 
etc. 


The fat removed from mutton broth 


or soup, is also useful in similar ways. 
ns it has taken up the agreeable vege- 
table flavors. When the soup has cooled 
remove the fat, melt it 
nnd strain 


through a cloth.

in Shoulder by Unknown 


Assailant. 


WILL NOT TALK OF IT 


New York. June 14.—"Bridpie" Web- 


ber, one of four gamblers who testilieil 
against Police Lieutenant Becker and tho 
gunmen convicted of the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal. another 
gambler, was 


stabbed in the shoulder s.iortly after 
midnight this morning under circum- 
stances which he seemed loathe to ex- 
plain. 


He was in the St. Vincent's hospital 


tony suffering some, pain and weak from 
the loss of blood, but his wound will 
have no serious result unless bloodpoi- 
soning sets in. 
Although branded 
l>y 


some, of his former associates in the un- 
derworld as a "squealer" in the Rosen- 
thai case, the little "infprmer" closed up 
tight when detectives tried to i^'.v from 
him at/ the hospital this morning the 
story of the attack upon tiim. 


Sought to Hide Identity. 


At first M'ehhcr tried to even hide his 


own identity and the fact that he hart 
been wounded. The stabbing occurred on 
East Eighth 
street. 
Webber tried io 


walk away on the arm of a friend, hill- 
ing the wound, but on Hrondwny in front 
of Grace church, he sank exhausted and 
admitted to a policeman t.lint he had been 
stabbed. An ambulance carried him to 
the hospital, where the flow of blood WAS 
stopped and where Inter Webber's iden- 
tity was discovered by Detective Har- 
vey, who had worked on the Rosenthal 
case. 


Webber at first did not account for 


the stabbing at all. Then he said he was 
walking on Eighth street on his way to 
a subway station when a small boy run 
out of a house behind him and plunged a 
penknife into his left shoulder. 
The de- 


tective's further questioning, however, 
was of little aval* except to indicntethat, 
the "boy" story was not to be taken se- 
riously. 
Webber finally declared, "I clo 


not know who stabbed me and I don't 
want to know."

which will recall to her many a hap- 
py day when In later years she turns 
to it to follow some of its directions. 


Following arc a few recipes which 


ono girl graduate complied 
many 


years ago: 


Bryn Mawr Cake—Cream three- 


fourths cup butter, add two and one- 
fourth cups sugar, then one and one- 
half cups water, then beaten yolks of 
four eggs, then three and 
three- 


fourths cups flour sifted In with salt 
and one and one-half heaping tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, and last 
the stiffly bea.ten whites of the eggs. 
This makes three layers If baked In 
nine-Inch layer cake tine. 
Put to- 


gether with boiled icing sprinkled 
thickly with freshly grated cocoanut 
and cover with icing sprinkled with 
the cocoanut. 


Boiled Icing—Beat the whites of 


two eggs to a stiff froth. Pour boil- 
ing syrup made from 2 cups of gran- 
ulated sugar and one-half cupful of 
boiling water, on the beaten whites 
In a thin stream, beating all the time. 
Continue beating until thick and cool. 


Victoria 
Fudge — Boil 
together, 


without stirring, three-fourth of a 
cupful of cream or milk, one-fourth 
cupful of butter and three cupfuls 
of granulated sugar, until It will form 
a soft ball when tested in cold water. 
Take from the fire, beat until creamy, 
then add one-fourth cupful each of 
candied cherries, figs and 
candled 


pineapple, cut in pieces, and one cup- 
full of. cocoanut. Flavor with rose or 
almond extract and pour Into a but- 
tered pan. 
Cut in strips when partly 


cool.

The drills, always

officers are on their mettle to have their 
respective companies make the best pos- 
sible appearance. There is no shirking. 
Every private must be on the alert and do 
her part to win the prize that is to be 
awarded to the best drilled company. 


Additional military officers arrive, some- 


times frota West Point, sometimes from 
other military posts, to help in tie. drills, 
and every one is on edge to show her sol- 
dierly qualities) The 4irize is a banner, 
which is held by the company wirfning it 
for one year. Occasionally a crack com- 
pany has been able to win two years 
in succession-and to hold the banner for 
that time, but that is very rare indeed.

Ogontz private has an opportunity to win 
a reward. 
The new girls are drilled by 


the military officers from the ontside and 
one by one elided until only the best one 
is left. 
She is then presented with a 


gold medal. The girls who have been in 
school more than one year also take part 
iu a competitive drill, the one showing the 
best carriage, the-greatest promptness and 
rapidity in responding to orders and the 
greatest familiarity with the manoeuvres 
receiving a gold modal. 


of making it one of the finest private es- 
tates id the country. The school fell heir 
to its brauty after the loss of his fortune. 


The military drill is no new fad at 


Ogontz. It was the first school to take 
it up, and to-day other schools for girls 
which- make a specialty of physical de- 
velopment have paid it the tribute of imi- 
tation. The military drill at Ogontz does 
not take the place of other physical exer- 
cises, but supplements them. On the days 
when there is no drill there is "gym" work, 
and the two correlate each other and help 
to make the girls straight and strong, well 


and prompt. 
It gives them the 


spirit of the corps, too; teaches them to 
work together and to obey orders.

captains have absolute control over the

The sticks of dynamite, more often 


stolen from a quarry or railroad supply 
house so that no clew can be followed a> 
in the case of purchasing them, are crum- 
bled into a gauze cloth and the contents 
dipped into a can of warm water. The 
cloth is then wrapped tightly about the 
moistened explosive and squeezed until 
the nitro-glycerine in the form of thick, 
sweet smelling oil is forced from the cloth 
to the can. The oil float* and then the 
water is drawn from the can, leaving the 
solution which has spelled ruin to so many 
mnk and post office safes. This solution 
is then poured into a rubber bag and thcs 
carried about the man who applies it 
when the opportunity 'presents itself. 
Some of the more careless yeggmen carry 
their-"soup" in an ordinary bottle, but 
"Portland lied" long since decided that 
this is a dangerous practice, so he pressed 
an ordinary hot water bottle into service 
for the transportation of this explosive.

New Railroad Line from Switzerland to Italy, Running 


Through Two Mountain Ranges, to Open This Month 


T 


HE new route to Italy, via the Lb'tseh- 
berg, will be opened to the public this 
month. Thanks, however, to the cour- 


tesy of the management, the writer was 
enabled recently to form one of the first 
parties to travel from Switzerland to Italy 
by this new highway through the Bernese 
Alps. 


We left Spiez, tha northern terminus of 


the line, on a fine sunny day, which 
painted the Lake of Thun in as many 
colors as are contained in an artist's pal- 
ette. The first section of the line, from 
Spiez to Frutigen, is actually completed, 
and we made this portion of our journey 
in company with dozens of; soldiers on 
their way home from the manoeuvres 
eager to exchange the sword for the 
ploughshare. In fact, the pastoral scenes, 
through which wo passed showed us man} 
a soldier busy making hay while still ar- 
rayed in the uniform ot war. 


Blasting operations on the section be- 


tween Frutigen and Kandersteg pre- 
cluded our using the service trains here 
so we proceeded along the beautiful valley 
by carriage. Soon after leaving Frutigcn 
the road passes under the immense via 
duct of thirteen arches which spans the 
valley, destined to serve as a landmark 
for centuries to come. Xlie graceful via- 
duct is overlooked at' one end by the 
ruins of the mediaeval Castle of Felsen- 
burg, the two structures affording i 
striking contrast of the old and the new 
The line follows the left hand side of the 
valley and is carried by magnificent 
granite embankments as far as Blue 
Lake, where it describes an immense loop 
in order to overcome the steep grade here. 
The line crosses and recrosses three times, 
reminding one of the similar point on the 
Gothard Railway. Thence it is carried 
over great chasms by picturesque bridges 
and soon reaches Kandcrstep, the north 
cm portal of the great nine mile long tun- 
nel. 
The road thus far bears quite an 


Italian air, owing to the barracks and 
stores erected for the thousands of South- 
ern workmen .engaged on the great work, 
many of whom may be seen playing a 
mnd or oowlme game by the roadside. 


The Kandersteg Valley ends abruptly 


in a, seeming'v impassable rock wall, and

in 2,300 years. 


Applied to the whole, white race, we 


find thnt alcohol 
is killing 
3,500,000 


white men every year, five times as 
many ns ha*e been killed in war in 2,300 
years; so that, stated mathematically, 
alcohol is 10,000 times more destructive 
than all wars combined. 


Looking upon a nation as climbing a 


ladder of evolution, nlcohol, like a mill- 
stone, drags it half way to the bottom. 
The 
full significance of its drag ap- 


pears when we realize that upon the 
average stnndnrd of character of its cit- 
izens must rest the. institutions of a na- 
tion.

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Grapevine Root-Borers. 


These Insects Belong to Hie Family of 


Clear-Winged Sloths, Greatly Re- 
sembling Bees or Wasps. 


By F. E. Brooks. 


The grapevine root-borer has been 


recognized as an enemy of the grape 
In the United States for more than 
fifty years. 
It is quite widely dis- 


tributed, having been observed as far 
north 
and west as Minnesota and 


Missouri, and south and east through 
Ohio. Kentucky, West Virginia and 
North Carolina. 


Several writers upon economic ento- 


mology have given brief accounts of 
this insect but- it has not often at- 
tracted special attention, and has

scarcely been accorded notice in sev- 
eral of the papers published relating to 
the insect enemies of the grape In the 
Eastern states. 
It is capable, how- 


ever, of doing serious damage to 
grapevines and the slight attention 
which it has received In the past ts 
no doubt due in a measure to obscure 
appearance and habits of the insect 
throughout the four stages that com- 
pose its life-cycle. 
So Inconspicuous 


Is the Insect Itself, and its manner of 
working, that a vineyard" may be suf- 
fering greatly from its attacks and 
yet those who have the care of the 
vines remain entirely Ignorant of the 
cause of the trouble. 
The eggs are 


small, of a dull color, and the female 
scatters them about In the vicinity of 
the vines. 
The borers feed beneath 


the ground on the roots of old vines, 
usually some distance out from the 
. base of the roots. No chips or cast- 


Ings are thrown to the surface to 
direct attention to the injury which Is 
being done. 
The roots of one-year 


and two-year old vines are rarely at- 
tacked so that In the work of planting 
out vineyards the borer is not likely to 
be seen. 
The transformation 
from 


larva 'o adult takes place within an 
earth-covered cocoon that Is hidden in 
the ground, often six Inches or more 
from the root where the borers feed. 
The adult moth flies by day. but In 
size, color and manner of flight It so 
closely resembles some of the common 
wasps that a close scrutiny Is neces- 
sary In order to make sure that the 
insect under observation Is a moth and 
not a wasp. 
As a result of those 


peculiarities the insect may he abund- 
ant In a locaUty and yet remain un- 
noticed by grape growers. 


Vines when attacked by the borers 


do not often die as ,-. direct result of 
the Injury sustained, but may become 
so enfeebled that tho annual growth 
of bearing wood is meager and the 
yield of fruit very small. 


The peculiar habits of this borer 


rr.ako control difficult. 
It is by the 


thorough cultivation of vineyards that 
the greatest good la likely to be ac- 


When we apply lime to our soil we 


look to its effect upon the soil rather 
than to its direct influence upon the 
plants. 
While many farms contain 


sufficient deposits^ of lime, it is also 
true that many soils are deficient in 
this element. 


Lime has various /unctions. It cor- 


rects soil acidity; thus stimulating the 
[action of the bacteria that assist In 
making 
plant 
food 
available 
and 


gather nitrogen from the atmosphere. 
It changes dormant plant food into 
active plant food, by carbonating the 
soil water and makes it a more pow- 
erful solvent. 


It improves the physical condition 


of the soil by making a heavy soil 
more friable and a loose soil more 
compact. 
On some soils it Is needed 


as an actual plant foo"^. for such crops 
as alfalfa and clover. ' 


There are various kinds of lime 


used for agricultural purposes and 
each kind has certain advantages but 
my experience has led me to believe 
that it is much safer to use the car- 
bonate, or ground limestone, because 
it does not have a tendency to destroy 
the humus In the soil, especially if 
large quantities are used at one time. 


On heavy soils that are inclined to 


be wet the caustic lime will have more 
beneficial effects and liberate (more 
plant food. 
Such 
land ~requjres a 


more powerful agent to tear apart and 
decompose the soil particles and im- 
prove Its physical conditions. 
For 


sweetening the soil the carbonate, or 
ground limestone, is equally valuable. 


Lime sh'ould be applied early In the 


spring. when it has not been applied 
the previous fall, and should be ap- 
plied a number of days before ferti- 
lizer and be thoroughly incorporated 
with the soil. 


If fertilizer containing nitrogen Is 


applied where It will come in contact 
with the caustic lime there will be a 
waste of ammonia and a consequent 
loss of fertility. 


The great question is how much 


shall we use. I believe that one ton 
of caustic lime is an adequate amount 
to supply at one time. If the ground 
limestone Is applied, we may safely 
double the amount. 
A moderate ap- 


plication every four or six years is 
more desirable than a heavier appli- 
cation less frequently.

It quickly won 
the support, of the very people who 
had opposed it at the start. Farmers 
found that the advantage of being 
able to go to the city by a dozen trains 
a day instead of one. and of having 
their purchases delivered almost at 
their doors the same day. more than 
offset 
the 
disadvantage 
of 
cut 
up 


farms and nervous cows. 


The country merchant discovered 


that his trade increased instead of 
falling off. The trolley brought the 
country so near to the cities that 
thousands of- city people either bought 
or rented country places arnl trans- 
ferred their trade from the city to' the 
country stores. 
This was clear gain 


because while their old customers per- 
haps spent more money in the city 
stores than before, their desire for 
tr:u!in*.r grew upon them and their 
patronage was larger and more prof- 
itable than ever. 


This may not be true of all lines 


of business but it applies as a gen- 
eral nib-, that the mnn who has lost 
trade has lost it more through his 
lack of enterprise than through the 
fault of the trolley. 


The trolley has not only greatly en- 


hanced the value of farm lands but of 
country town property as well. It is 
an easy matter for a city man to live 
on a farm or in a country town from 
30 to no miles from his business be- 
cause the trolley affords him swift. 
cheap and reliable transportation. 


TJke the sewing machine, the rea- 


per. the printing press, express trains 
and every other modern improvement 
in civilization, the trolley has proved 
a blessing by expanding the country's 
growth and adding to the comfort and 
convenience of the people.

Trio of Colored Rouen Dncks. 


Some writers claim that the name 
should be "Roan" owing to their 
color, but really the color Itself doe» 
not support this contention. 


The Rouen duck Is a fine market 


bird, but does not mature as early af 
does the Pekln or the Aylesbury. The 
flesh Is considered very delicate and 
the breed Is acknowledged to be ex- 
cellent for table purposes, being easily 
fattened. 
The Rouen will be found a 


profitable bird to raise on the farm 
being hardy, prolific, quiet of dlapo- 
sition, and of very beautiful plumac*. 
Their eggs are not as large as those of 
the Pekin. and are diverse In color. 


The Rouen Is undoubtedly closely 


related 
to the 
Mallard duck: Its 


plumage alone would make good this 
belief. But the shape of the domesrl- 
cated Rouen duck has been greatly 
modified from that of the wild Mal- 
lard, the body Is grown longer and 
heavier, with a tendency to drop down 
In tho rear, the wings have lost the 
power of flight which the wild an- 
cestor possessed. 
The plumage, how- 


ever, remains almost the same. 


Both the drake and duck clothed In 


plumage attractive and^leaslng to the 
rye. are an much fancier's fowls as any 
of the varieties of chickens, yet they 
are of much value as market birds. 
The only objection to them, aside from 
their slow maturing qualities. Is that 
of dark plnfeather?. 
Thin should not 


stand a'galnst them any more than It 
do«s against the many valuable varie- 
ties 
of 
chickens that 
have 
dark 


plumage and dark plnfcathers. 
To 


the farmer who Intends raining ducks 
for market purposes they are to be 
recommended.

VOLATILE OILS FROM WILD PLANTS. 


Possibly the number of wild aro- 


matic plants which are used In the 
manufacture of volatile oils exceeds 
that of those which arc at present cul- 
tivated. The extent of the production 
of the oils Is much less, chiefly because 
of the more or less scattered condi- 
tion of these plants, and therefore the' 
difficulty of gathering; them In large 
quantities. 
Usually these wild aro- 


matic plants are distributed over wide 
areas confused largely 
with other 


volatile or nonvolatile species, thus 
causing the rapid collection of the 
plants to be seriously hindered. 


A specific example of an Important 


uncultivated plant which 
yield* a 


volatile oil of considerable value Is the 
jassafras tree. Sassafras oil was one 


Sassafras leaves and fruit.

of the first volatile oils distilled In 
America. 
The range of the tree Is 


from Florida, where It was originally 
discovered, to Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania, and even as far north as New 
York and the New England States. It 
Is quite abundant In the South-Central 
States, especially Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Arkansas. The production of this 
oil attained commercial significance 
early In the last century, and H Is dis- 
tilled extensively at present In Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Virginia, also to a less extent 
In Ohio. Indiana and New York. 


Although the distillation of this very 


fragrant oil, which Is obtained princi- 
pally from the bark of the root of tha 
tree, has assumed a strong commercial 
aspect, the tree has not been grown, 
Eirlctly speaking, for oil purposes. 


Sassafras bark is used for Its tonic 


properties. 
It forms a popular do- 


mestic "spring medicine," and In the 
spring market women and men dis- 
play their bundles of sassafras on their 
stands, .or sell them along the streets 
of cities to be made Into a tea, by 
many people regarded as a useful 
remedy. 


The distillation of the oil of sweet 


birch Is a further example of a wild 
aromatic plant furnishing oil In suf- 
ficient quantity to supply the trade. 
Sweet birch occurs largely from the 
New 
England 
States and 
North- 


Central States to Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama. 
The distillation of this oil 


dates back nearly as far as that of the 
oil of sassafras and has developed 
until the industry at present Is of con- 
siderable significance. 
The oil pro- 


Iduced from sweet birch Is almost 
. Identical, for all practical uses, with 
that of the oil of wintergrcen, although 
the plants are entirely unrelated. 


The hark of the trunk and the small 


branches of the sweet birch are used 
for distillation, being previously cut 
Into small 
pieces and 
allowed to 


macerate with water before introduc- 
tion Into the still. 
A yield of three- 


tenths to three-fifths of one per cent 
of oil Is obtained. Owing to the strict 
enforcement of the Pure Food and 
Drug Act a more active demand' for 
the natural oils of sweet Mrch and 
wintergreen has resulted, ^iind 
the 


price of these products thereby ma- 
terially 
advanced. Birch bark will 


bring fronj 1 to 3 cents per pound.

"When a 
serum bottle has been opened and the 
scrum exposed to the air, except in the 
hands of a very careful and expert 
operator, It Is very likely to be con- 
taminated and spoiled for future use.

Tn herds where abortions have 
not. occurred for several years, or at 
least only rarely, the owner should 
ta.ke. particular pains to prevent Its 
introduction. 
Every case of abortion 


should be regarded as suspicious until 
proven otherwise. If 3. slip occurs the 
cow should he Isolated at once and 
treated as directed above, The portioni 
of the stall or corral contaminated by 
her discharge should ho disinfected, or 
If the abortion has occurred at pas- 
ture, tho fetus and afterbirth should 
he searched for and removed and the 
infected spot of ground where they 
have lain should be burned over.

PROTECT OUR BIRDS. 


Insects cause us an estimated loss of 


$700,000.000 
a year In agricultural 


products now. 
A long study of the 


^ood of- birds shows that this loss 
would be much greater were it not for 
our feathered friends, and that even 
the hawk and owl spend most of their 
time in pursuit of insects, mice and 
other injurious animals. The stomach 
of one bird examined contained l.DOO 
smnll insects of a kind very destruct- 
ive to fruit trees.

See that there 
are no stumps or other refuse from 
last year's crop, before planting the 
new: Kerosene emulsion Is the most 
effective spray, but can not be used on 
cabbage as the taste of the Oil would 
be noticed. Whale-oil soap solution 
as well as pyrethrum may be applied.
